The mother’s 
wonder does not stop, however, when baby is 
born with its full share of features and limbs, 
The mother immediately begins to watch the 
baby grow. How much he gains in weight, 
what sounds he makes in his attempt at 
self-expression, when his teeth come — are 
all of the greatest interest. 

A few of the things to bi ic to happen to 
baby, or things that he will probably do are 
the following: 

The soft spot in the top of the head begins 
to close at fourteen months, and is closed 
entirely at two years. Baby holds up his 
head, unsupported, during the fourth 
month. 

He laughs aloud from the third to the fifth 
month. 

He reaches for toys and holds them from 
the fifth to seventh month. 


He sits erect and holds spine upright at) 


seventh to eighth months, 


at the ninth to tenth month. 

He stands with assistance at eleventh to 
twelfth month, and begins to walk alone at 
the twelfth to thirteenth month. 

He walks alone from the fifteenth to six- 
teenth month. 

At one year he speaks a few words. 

At one year of age the baby will have 
about six teeth; at one and one half years, 
ten teeth; at two years, sixteen teeth; at two 
and one half years, twenty teeth; and at six 
years will have twenty-four teeth, and will 
begin to shed his first teeth 

The mother who understands what to ex- 
pect from her child will save herself a great 
deal of needless worry. For instance, it is 
natural for the child of two years to begin 
to get into mischief. He will also be fond of 
making experiments, such as the kiddie who 
took the cover off of the same can seventy- 
nine times in succession. A child of two 
should begin to show the color sense, to be 
able to distinguish yellow, white and red 
first. He will begin to discriminate musical 
tones. 

In a similar manner we could picture, if we 
had the time, the entire cycle of development 
from baby to man. A good book on the sub-

RED CROSS SERVICES 
Sil0W UPWARD TREND 


Disaster Relief, Veterans’ Aid 
Foremost in Fiscal Year. 
Services All Vital. 


Expenditures by the American Red 
Cross for the last year showed a 
mounting curve as compared with 
those fcr the preceding year—$11,892- 
869.35 as against $10,321,679.80. The 
outstanding appropriations were for 
disaster relief and assistance to dis- 
abied veterans. For disaster relief 
the American Red Cross expended 
$3,871,827, of which the National Or- 
ganization contributed $3,642,827, and 
the Red Cross Chapters $229,000. For 
disabled veterans, a total of $3,628,178 
was called for, of which National 
Headquarters appropriated $1,641,178, 
and Chapters, $1,987,000. 

The disaster relief figures do not 
include the Florida operations, which 
occurred after the end of the fisca) 
year, in addition to the work for dis- 
abled veterans, the Red Cross con- 
tinued its work on behalf of men in 
the Regular Army and Navy and 
Marine Corps, which called for a total 
appropriation of $509,451. 

The enrolled nurses’ reserve, from 
which nurses for disasters and other 
emergencies are called, cost $47,382, 
borne entirely by the National Head- 
quarters, Public Health Nursing, a 
part of the Red Cross program of 
national health work, cost $866,823; 
instruction in home hygiene and care 
of the sick required $152,466 in nu- 
trition instruction, $164,107 was ex- 
pended. 

The Red Cross campaign to reduce 
deaths from accidents and drowning, 
conducted by the First Aid and Life. 
Saving Service, called for $352,385, 
and has shown tangible results in 
lives saved annually. 

The Junior Red Cross, one of the 
foremost peace influences in the 
world, was earried on at a cost of 
$531,053. All local Chapter activities 
of the Red Cross cost $823,000, while 
other domestic operations of the Red 
Cross, borne by National Head- 
quarters, amounted to $264,040. 

The remainder of the fiscal year’s 
expenditures were accounted for in 
insular and foreign operations, 
of which foreign disasters in 
which the American Red Cross 
served, absorbed $53,075; League of 
Red Cross Societies, $180,000; Junior 
Red Cross foreign projects, $74,065; 
assistance to insular Chapters, $49,- 
599; other insular and foreign work, 
$54,783; supervision of service ac- 
tivities and general management, 
$270,629.27. 

The total expenditures for the year 
ended June 80 last were divided: 
National Organization, §7,381,869.35; 
local Chapters, $4,511,000. In the 
Tenth Annual Roll Call, November 11 
to 25, the public is invited to share in

The Spread in School Influence 


In estimating the efficiency of our schools, 
should the emphasis be placed on scholarship 
or citizenship—capacity or character— 
or both? 

In the life of the individual, even as in 
the life of the nation, the activities of today 
are conducted in the light of their influence 
on the affairs of tomorrow. So it is with 
education—its prime business is the develop- 
ment of the individual to build the nation’s 
future. ‘“‘One’s way of looking at things 
does not depend upon the size of the town he 
lives in but on the size of his mind.” With 
education there need be no “Main Street.’ 

Our educational system works in many 
directions. It enlarges the earning value of 
the child to its parent and te the nation. 
It brings an Americanizing influence to bear 
on the lives of our foreigners. It steps forth 
to rehabilitate the delinquent child, to restore 
the faltering physically. It develops research 
students, trains teachers and makes possible 
the professions. 

These are all essential in our scheme of 
things. However, education is especially 
concerned with the many. ‘They hold the 
balance of power at the ballot. It is ime 
portant, therefore, that they have an interest 
in and an understanding of public issues. 
It is to them we look for establishing a whole- 
some social morale. It is important, then, 
that they be educated in an atmosphere of 
Faith and Hope. It is important that they be 
educated to relish their work, and with a 
proper balance between work, worship and 
play, they may enjoy toil and utilize the 
increasing leisure allotted them without being 
bored or tempted to dissipation. 

It is a misconception to conclude that 
educating a person is reducing his efficiency 
to toil. His capacity to work should be none 
the less because he has been schooled. 

Mind helps muscle. A young college man 
who dug ditches during his vacations, to gain 


health and wealth for the next school year, | 


recalls the Italian workman who would hum: 


snatches of opera while he labored; an 
Irishman who would discuss political issues 
while he picked; an American who would 
analyze economic conditions while he worked. 
None of these men was less efficient with 
pick and shovel because in a degree intellec- 
tually developed. Yet their lives were 
richer, their resources greater. It would 
be unfortunate were it necessary to conserve 
ignorance in order to furnish an adequate 
labor supply. 

The welfare of this country centers around 
the training of the many. It depends upon 
a high social morale, and increasing number 
of mentally alert producers. It requires a 
citizenry with intelligence to value and enjoy 
social contacts, with sufficient educational 
foundation to admit of self-development, 
equipped to improve its leisure and imbued 
with sufficient sportsmanship to play the 
game. This is a contribution education 
makes; a contribution with intelligence, not 
ignorance, as the foundation. 

Education should make more palatable 
the humbler tasks in life.

HEALTH’S VANITY BOX 


Care of the Hair and Hands 


Dandruff and falling hair are common com- 
plaints today and frequently need more than 
ordinary treatment to effect a cure, but good 
home care will often prevent these troubles, 

We know now that dandruff is due to an 
infection, so we realize more than ever the 
great importance of each person’s using only 
his own comb and brush, Greasy scalps can 
stand frequent shampooing, but the d 
scalp cannot, and benefits by having an oil 
rub before the shampoo. The dry shampoo, 
ie. a vigorous message with the finger tips, is 
excellent for the scalp. Brushing the hair 
with a fairly stiff brush over which a thin 
layer of absorbent cotton has been spread, 
removes a lot of dust and oil. When you 
shampoo, dry the hair thoroughly by hand 
with warm bath towels, and when you have 
it done by professionals see that they do the 
same. The quick drying by hot air currents 
is not nearly so good for the hair. 

Now a word as to the care of our hands and 
niils: 

A young lady once asked her manicurist 
what really was the necessary thing in the 
care of the hands and nails, and the mani 
curist answered somewhat curtly, ‘ Elbow 
grease.” She was right— good looking 
hands and nails can be hep up only by regue 
lar daily work on them. Have a professional 
manicure at least occasionally if possible — 
it keeps you in touch with technique. 

If you must wash the hands often use a 
non-irritating soap and a decidedly soft 
brush — most people use any old soap and an 
altogether too stiff brush. Give the nails a 
home “manicure” every single day — yes, 
even if you are “too dead tired” and use a 
soothing cold cream every night well rubbed 
into the hands and around the nails. Re- 
member that orange wood sticks and nail 
boards are better than metal instruments to 
use in the care of nails. 

Asmuchas possible, protect the hands from 
water and dust in your work especially in 
cold weather, Here the cheap cotton “dust- 
ing” gloves and the cheap “household” 
rubber gloves are a real blessing, 

Good looking hands mean a lot to both 
yourself and others. It doesn’t take a palmist 
to “read character” from a pair of neglected 
grubby hands! A word to those who bite 
their nails — a good manicure is a great help 
in preventing or curing this nervous habit 
and this is often true even with little children, 
for they will want their nails to stay “all 
nice and shiny” as one small girl said after 
her nails had been polished,

President Coolidge’s suggestion of a 
10 to 12 per cent refund on this year’s 
income taxes, of the large 
Treasury surplus, reopened the 
whole tax reduction question. Already

The Administration’s plan, as modi- 
fied by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
is for a flat 12) per cent cul on taxes 
payable next year on this year’s incomes. 
It is a temporary expedient, and does 
not involve any basic revision of tax 
schedules. 

The opposition proposes a revision 
downward of existing rates. The Ad- 
ministration replies that the full effect 
of the last reduction has not yel been 
felt, and that it is advisable to postpone 
revision until the situation is clearer. 

For the small taxpayer there is little 
interest in the plan sponsored by Mr. 
Mellon. Roughly, $0 per cent of tax- 
payers have incomes of $5000 or less; 
to them the reduction would range from 
11 cents to less than $2. Only persons 
of very large incomes would be sub- 
stantially benefited; the 75 persons with 
incomes of $1,000,000 or more would 
realize reductions of $12,000 to $125,000 
each. 

The Mellon scheme departs from the 
principle on which Federal taxation has 
for several years been based—taxation 
proportioned to the taxpayer's capacity 
to pay. The Administration plan, in 
any event, leaves the way clear for a 
revision of taxes in the next Congress, 
on the eve of a Presidential election.

INSTRUCTION IN 
RED CROSS FIRST 
AID SAFETY FACTOR 


Its Industrial and Educational 
Service Spreads Throughout 
the United States. 


Signs that the United States Is 
awake to the menace of its increasing 
accident toll are apparent in the grow- 
ing interest in first aid instruction as 
offered by experts of the American 
Red Cross. 

Approximately 20,000 juniors and 
seniors completed the First Aid course 
during the fiscal year, passed rigid 
examinations and received Red Cross 
First Aid certificates. This repre- 
sents an increase of 2,500 over the 
preceding year, and this gain is at- 
tributed to the emphasis on health 
education by various public bodies in- 
cluding not alone the American Red 
Cross and Government agencies, but 
life and accident insurance companies, 
and athletic and recreational groups. 

In Dallas, Texas, playground super- 
visors are required to hold First Aid 
certificates. In many high schools 
the subject is included In the regular 
curriculum. In order to assist in 
training instructors for this phase of 
the work, special courses nave been 
conducted in the summer schools of 
such leading institutions as the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. Instruction was con- 
tinued during the year at Loyola Uni- 
versity, New Orleans; Oniversity of 
California, San Francisco; University 
of Kentucky; Temple University, 
Philadelphia; Peabody Teachers’ Col- 
lege and similar educational centers. 

Work with the public utilities group 
has shown an exceptional increase 
during the year. Classes conducted 
by fourteen of the associated Bell 
Telephone companies were continued 
with increased interest and a number 
of the companies sponsored intensive 
courses in First Aid for instructors. 

The First Aid Instruction Car of the 
Red Cross was busy throughout the 
year. In the 125 cities visited by the 
car 900 meetings were held with an 
aggregate attendance of 94,000 per- 
sons. 

Membership of the people in the 
American Red Cross makes such 
services possible, the annual opportu 
nity of pledging support through mem- 
bership being offered in the Roll Call 
from November 11 to 25 this year.

||) HOW THE TEETH GROW 


DR. FREDERICK R. GREEN 
FAlitor of “HEALTH” 


N ORDER to have sound teeth that 

will last through Ife, their care 
must begin not only in childhood but 
in babyhood. If you look at a new- 
born baby’s Jaw, you will find, in a 
healthy child, that the gums are pink 
and soft and covered with a thin mem- 
brane. No teeth are yet to be seen, 
| but not only the baby teeth but even 
the beginning of the permanent teeth 
| are hidden away In the Jaw bones 
ready to be pushed out and developed 
as the child grows, This growth of 
the teeth follows a definite plan. 

If you look at the baby’s mouth 
when it is about six months old, you 
will find that In front on the lower 
jaw in the middle, the gum Is swell- 
ing, as though something from below 
was being pushed up. That Is ex- 
uctly what Is happening. 

The first teeth to appear are the 
two lower middle teeth or incisors, as 
they are called, because they are the 

| cutting teeth with which the biting 
| 1s done. While they make thelr first 
appearance about the fifth and sixth 
month, they are often not completely 
cut until the ninth month, Then the 
first chewing teeth or molars come 
along from the sixteenth to the twen- 
| ty-fourth month. This completes the 
baby set. 

As a child grows and the second set 
of teeth, the permanent set, shove the 
baby set up and out, the baby set be 
comes loose and either fall out or can 
be easily pulled out with the fingers. 
This is a natural process, and if the 
teeth are sound and the child prop- 
erly developed, this can safely be left 
to nature. But if the baby teeth come 
in crowded or are jammed together, 

| they may, and often do, affect the 
growth of the permanent teeth and 
| cause them to grow In crooked. So, 
if anything !s wrong with the baby 
| teeth, they should recelve just as 
careful treatment as the permanent 
teeth, as otherwise they may cause 
| serious injury which may impair the 
teeth through llfe.

HISTORY IN FILMS 


Lawrence V. Roth of Phillips Academy 
Lectures on Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Showing Yale Films 


Lawrence V. Roth, instructor in history 
at Phillips Academy, spoke before the Shaw- 
sheen Parent-Teacher Association Wednes- 
day evening, taking as his subject, “The 
Declaration of Independence.’ ‘The Yale 


educational films giving the events leading | 


up to the singing of the declaration were also 
shown and visualized very clearly those 
stirring days. Mr. Roth spoke briefly of 
visual education and poltited ott the tend- 
ency of modern times to be amused rather 
than instructed. Filming of historical 
events interferes somewhat with the tradi- 
tional ideals, but the Yale films are in most 
respects true to history. 

He then spoke of the country and referred 
to it as a nation of experiments both political 
and scientific. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was not anything that came out of 
a clear sky but was an evolution, It was the 
result of many factors, the greatest of which 
was the painphlet “Common Sense” written 
by Thomas Paine. Over 100,000 copies, a 
large number for those early days, were sold 
and its tremendous influence came from the 
very forceful arguments it set forth in favor 
of independence. 

Mr. Roth pointed out some of the results 
of independence and compared the United 
States to Canada. The latter country, al- 
though as large as the United States, had not 
expanded to the degree this country has and 
has not produced any outstanding figures in 
national affairs. The films were then shown, 
the new moving picture projector being used 
and proving highly satisfactory. 

A short business meeting was held before 
Mr. Roth’s talk and the banner for attend- 
ance was awarded to Grade III with twenty- 
six parents present During the evening, 
Mrs. Leroy Ambye sang several solos which 
were greatly appreciated.

Noiseless Auction 

A nolseless auction is the latest 
boon to mankind that has come out 
of Holland. It sounds impossible, but 
the scheme is simple. Everybody 
who attends the auction and wants to 
bid is provided with a seat. Each 
chair is numbered, and connected 
with wires to a big dial on the auc- 
tioneer’s platform. On the dial are 
numbers representing prices from the 
lowest to the highest amounts, 

When the sale begins, the auctlon- 
eer describes his wares, and then calls 
for bids. The hand on the dial on the 
platform starts to move up the range 
of prices, and whenever any bidder 
wants to drop out, he signals such by 
pressing the button on his chair. 
When all have dropped out but one, 
a bell rings and a light flashes on the 
dial board, and the highest bid Is thus 
ascertained without any noise or con- 
fusion. 


Tibetan Customs 

In Tibet it is the custom of the na- 
tives when meeting friends to stick 
out their tongues as a mark of re- 
spect. A peasant who would accost 
a person of higher caste without doing 
this would be regarded as grossly dis- 
courteous, 

Another custom ts the “scarf of 
welcome.” When calling upon a TI- 
betan gentleman it Is necessary to 
send a servant in advance with a 
white scarf which Is presented to the 
host, and he then presents a similar 
one to the guest. The scarf the vis- 
{tor takes away he presents to anoth- 
er official on his next visit. 

Such social visits always entail tea 
drinking as well, no matter what time 
of day it {s. Tea in Tibet is emulsi- 
fied with butter flavored with soda, 
so that It Is really more like soup than 
tea.—F. K. Ward, in the Wide World. 


Medical Mistletoe 
In the former days it was believed 
that the mistletoe had some mystert- 
ous medicinal virtues, but, it was 
thought, to become a really efficacious 
remedy all mistletoe used medicinal- 
ly must be plucked from an oak tree 
upon which the parasite rarely grows. 
It was considered unlucky to cut this, 
or to sell it. In 1657 the only oak 
known to bear mistletoe grew in Nor- 
wood, Eng. Some persons cut this 
mistletoe and sold pieces to London 
apothecaries at 10 shillings each.

It Is ap- 
parently a better insulator than ordl- 
hary lumber because of its open tex- 
ture, The material is not so strong as 
wood in bending.

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A Story About Three Andover Girls | 


The following story from a Providence 
paper of last September will be of interest 
to the local friends of Marguerite, Frances 
and Virginia Morgan: 


To Paris to study—to absorb the atmos- 
phere of an old world steeped in music—that 
is the dream of hundreds of music students 
in this country. For some, the dream turns 
into reality. Then come years of prepar- 
ation, perhaps, hard, grinding work before 
the first public appearance. 

For three Providence young women, sisters, 
and musicians all, a dream, long cherished, 
has come true. Not only did they go abroad 
to complete their musical studies, but, after 
only a few years of study abroad, plus 
musical training in this country, they are 
making a name for themselves now in musical 
circles in Europe. 

The sisters, Miss Marguerite Morgan, 
pianist; Miss Frances Morgan, violinist, 
and Miss Virginia Morgan, harpist, are 
known as the Morgan trio. They are the 
daughters of Mrs. Hugh Pendleton Morgan 
of this city, who accompanies them on all 
their tours. 

Miss Marguerite, who went to France to 
study on a scholarship, and who was the 
guest, for part of the summer, of Mrs. Anne 
Gilbreth Cross of Cabot street, will return 
soon to France, where she will fulfill several 
concert engagements. Later in the season 
she will appear on the concert stage in Paris, 
Vienna and in Italy. 

Miss Morgan was a pupil of the late 
Andre Gedalge in his class at the Paris 
Conservatoire. Her sisters also are studying 
in Paris, Miss Virginia has the distinction 
of being one of the few Americans at the 
institution and the only American in the 
harp class. 

The violin playing member of the trio 
studied in Boston before going to Europe 
and supplemented her musical education by 
attending the American summer school of 
music at Fontainbleau. 

The Morgan sisters live with their mother 
on the Boulevard St. Germain in the heart 
of aristocratic old Paris and on the edge of 
the so-called Latin Quarter. Their home 
is the gathering place for many of the Ameri 
can colony residing in the French capital as 
well as for American music students. Often, 
Mrs. Morgan and her daughters are called 
upon to act as guides, advisers and inter- 
preters to their own countrywomen. 

“House hunting in Paris, especially for a 
musical family, has its difficulties,” said 
Miss Marguerite Morgan in describing some 
of her experiences in Europe. 

“In some apartment houses practicing 
music, whether it be piano or voice, is not 
allowed, while in others one may play a 
piano, for instance, only as late as 10 p. m. 
In a number of places tenants are permitted 
to play a piano or other musical instrument 
one night a week only. But we were for- 
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tunate. A friend told us of the apartment 
we occupy now.” 

At their concerts the sisters usually appear 
in costume. They specialize in folk songs 
and rare, old music, which has been arranged 
especially for the trio. Already, they have 
a long list of concerts to their credit. Last 
year Miss Marguerite had charge of the 
music at the United States Students and 
Artists Club in Paris. Also, she appeared 
as soloist with the Conservatoire orchestra 
in a symphony concert at which Karl Kruger, 
leader ef the Seattle Symphony Orchestra, 
was conductor. 

The trio has played at the American 
Women’s Club in Paris on numerous occa- 
sions; before the Societe des Journalists; at 
the Sorbonne, and has appeared may times 
in concert for charity. The pianist of the 
trio gave a number of concerts on the Riviera 
last winter. ‘This season her programmes will 
consist mainly of music by Chopin and 
Stravinsky. 

“While there has been some play, most of 
the time we’ve had to keep steadily at our 
music,” declared Miss Marguerite in an 
interview here. ‘There have been hours and 
hours of practicing and study. My sisters 
and I gave up many invitations to parties 

In pointing out some of the differences 
between American and European parents in 
their attitude toward a musicle education 
for their children, Miss Morgan said: “In 
European countries, usually, when a boy or 
girl shows an attitude for music, his or her 
schooling, if considered at all, is regarded as 
of secondary importance, In this country, 
if a child shows any inclination toward music, 
while he or she may be given every oppor 
tunity for a musical training, education s 
looked upon as equally, if not more, Im- 
portant. However, more and more, the 
American parents concentrate upon mus! 
cal careers for their children if a marke: 
ability is shown.” 

Many American musicians are receiving 
acclaim abroad, says Miss Morgan, and she 
advises aspiring students to “study s rioulsy 
if they want to forge ahead in the musica! 
world, 

Asked whether the trio intends to remain 
in Europe indefinitely, Miss Morgan replied, 
“We are planning to return to our own 
country after we have made a concert tour 
Old World Capitals.”
